Offers o f Media to n; At 
Odds On Metho d 


DETROIT, Mo y 9—(AP)—Fo rd 
Mo to r Co . refu sed o u tside o ffers o f 
mediatio n to day as effects o f the 
fiv e-day strike 'spread fro m co ast 
to co ast. 
The co mpany held to its po sitio n 
th a t the speed-u p dispu te sho u ld be 
arbitrated by an expert selected by 
the co mpany and u nio n. The CIO

Fo rd’s rejectio n o f bo th was« set 
fo rth in a statem ent fro m Jo hn B 
Bu gas, v ice president in charge o f 
indu strial relatio ns. 
“This is a co mpany-u nio n dis­ 
pute,** Bu gas said. “There is no Issue 
in the cu rrent strike which canno t 
be qu ickly, pro mptly and peaceably 
handled by established pro cedu re.

This is o ne mo re transmitter than the Ru ssians have 
been u sing to Jam radio receptio n fro m o u tside sta­ 
tio ns. Which means there will have to be mo re Ru s­ 
sian transmitters and mo re no n-Ru ssian transmit­ 
ters and so o n. 
Why is the Kremlin so scared o f “The Vo ice o f Am­ 
erica*’ and the pro grams o f British Bro adcasting Co ? 
What He« behind its frantic fear? Do its frightened 
o ccu pants really believe they can Iso late Ru ssia fro m 
co ntact with the o u tside wo rld? Obvio u sly they do 
believe it. They think they can pro tect themsel.es 
against the po ssibility o f revo lt by keeping Ru ssians in 
igno rance. 
They are co nvinced they have eno u gh 
po wer to maintain a permanent blo ckade o f tru th, 
the thing they fear mo st. It’s a high po int o f po litical 
insanity in mo dem times ~~ln all times.
